Polio Program 
Here In 1963 


Dr. Alfred L. Frechette, Mase 
sachusetts Commissioner of 
Public Health, has announced plans 
for a three-drink Statewide oral 
polio immunization campaign to 
take place during January, March 
and May. According to the An- 
dover Board of Health, the clinics 
will be held here, but firm dates 
have not been set. 

‘The Department has set as its 
goals the immu nization of 
1,500,000 children and community 
programs for 500,000 adults. 

“Achievement of the goals will 
result in protection for more than 
half the susceptible population in- 
cluding most of the children. 

“The State’s 351 local boards 
of health and the school systems 
are cooperating in the program 
for children three months of age 
through the senior year of high 
school. 

‘*At the conclusion of the mass 
three-drink vaccine campaign for 
Types I, Il and JII polio protec 
tion, the Department will concen- 
trate on school children new tothe 


State and the 116,000 babies born | 


each year.”’ 
Dr. Nicholas J. Fiumara, direc- 
tor of the Department’s Division 


| of Communicable Diseases, said | 
*teyven now before the 1963 came | 


paign this State has one of the 
highest rates of polio immuniza- 
tion. One out of four citizens is 
protected with oral vaccine. This 
year we had the lowest polio sea 
son in recorded history.
